Says Canada 


In Danger 


Of Losing Export Market 


“Unless production costs on 
manufactured goods are lowered, 
many__manufacturers may well 
find that they have priced them- 
Selves out of the export market,” 
said Clifford A. L, Murchison, 
K.C., commissioner of -the. Un- 
employment Insurance Commis- 
sion, in appealing to manage 
ment and labor to co-operate in 
keeping the cost of commodities 
"down. 

_Mr. Murchison, who spoke be- 
fore the quarterly meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce Wednes- 
day, pointed out that in order for 
Canada’s economy to continue in 
a healthy state, 35 per cent of the 
wealth produced in Canada must 
be exported 

“To that extent at least we are 
in the open or world market—in 
a@-market ‘where goods are also 
sold by other countries, where 
production costs are considerably 
less: than in Canada,” he said. 
“The continuation of that upward 
spiral in the cost of merchandise 
can only resuli in the damming 
up of goods from the retailer's 
Shelf back to the manufacturer’s 
storehouse.” 

The speaker blamed the con 
tinual rise in. the cost of manu 
factured goods and foodstuffs on 
the failure of management and 
labor to come to an agreement 
with regard to wages. As the 
price..on..commodities.increased, 
labor demanded an increase in 
wages, he said 

Labor and management were 
having their disputes, he said, but 
had failed to take into account 
the rights of the party of the 
third part, namely the consumer 
atid people with a fixed Income 


HERE TO STAY 

With regard to labor, Mr. Mur 
chison said that_unions had come 
to stay, it was now necessary for 
employers to consider the rights 
of their workers 

“During the war, trade 
made substantial progress 
their own behalf, as well as 
behalf of the people they 
sented,” he said

Speaking of unemployment, | 
Mr, Murchison said unemploy- 
| ment conditions in Canada had 
now reached an all-time low—as

But he 
warned that high employment 
might not continue for ever be 
cause of Canada’s dependability 
on the economic stability of the 
United States“ and Europe 

The unemployment fund, he 
said, now exceeded $397,000,000, 
and some had suggested that con 
tributions to the fund be sus- 
pended for a time 

The ,speaker said that he was 
not in accord with those who sug- 
gested that contributions to the 
fund should be suspended be- 
cause ‘the fund would not be
